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Communists Stepping Up Campaign To Deflate Stalin Myth 


(By Th* Associated Press) 
The Kremlin campaign to de­ 
flate the myth of Stalin as a de­ 
migod gathered momentum to­ 
day on both sides of the Iron 
Curtain. 
Moscow Itself was calm, but 
through the veil of censorship 
came reports of disturbances in 
the Georgian birthplace of the 
dead Soviet dictator. 
Student groups loyal to Stalin's 


memory 
demonstrated 
in 
the 
Georgian capital of Tiflis but few 
details seeped out. 
The New York Times, quoting 
diplomatic sources in the United 
States, said the Soviet govern 
ment had imposed security mea 
sures and travel controls in some 
sectors because of repercussions 
from the attack on Stalin. It re­ 
ported air travel suspended to 
Caucasus area cities since March 


8, “ second day 
of 
demonstra- | 
lions in Tiflis.” 
The Times said the impact on 
ordinary Soviet citizens appar 
ently was more extreme 
than 
the government had expected. 
Throughout the vast stretches 
of the Soviet Union, Communist 
activists spread the 
new 
line, 
first in meetings of the party's 
local leadership 
and 
then 
by 
word of mouth to an ever widen 


ing audience. 
Outside the Iron Curtain, Com 
munist leaders 
were 
climbing 
aboard the new Red bandwagon 
with 
strong 
denunciations 
or 
mild rebukes of the dead leader 
they once publicly venerated. But 
an undertone of confusion pre 
vailed. 
The Russian censorship did not 
permit correspondents to report 
a full account of the anti-Stalin 


campaign and reactions inside 
the Soviet Union. But their dis­ 
patches told a s u r p r i s i n g 
amount. Reports of Western dip 
lomats and travelers, particular 
ly foreign Communist leaders re­ 
turning to their homelands from 
th e Soviet party’s 20th Congress 
in Moscow, filled in other 
de­ 
tails. 
Communist party boss Nikita 
Khrushchev kicked off the cam­ 


paign Feb. 24 at the Congress. 
Reports said he accused Stalin 
of murdering thousands of his 
party associates and the flower 
of the Red army officer corps in 
the Red army officer corp* 
in 
the great purges of the 19.10s and 
committing incredible 
blunders 
in 
the 
war 
against 
Hitler. 
Khrushchev 
said 
further 
that 
Stalin lived in constant fear of 
plots and reacted by terrorizing 


his associates. 
The Soviet party’s new Cen­ 
tral committee put out a letter 
embodying the 
secret 
Khrush­ 
chev speech so the party faith­ 
ful could spread the anti-Stelin 
line at meetings throughout the 
nation.

Stalin 
pictures 
and statues were disappearing 
from such public places as the 
Tschaikowsky Concert Hall, the 


Tretyakoff Gallery and the Red 
army's

Theater. 
Red 
Star, the Soviet army newspap­ 
er, called for an acceleration of 
among the armed forces. 
Red Star’s position 
indicated 
that the army and Defense Min­ 
ister Marshal Georgi Zhukov are

This letter s*id 
a case i n v o I v i n g the person 
al property tax assessed against 
a Fayette County taxpayer (not 
further identified! for wheat stor 
ed under loan had been set for 
hearing Tuesday. 
When the decision in the case 
will be made, however, is conject 
ural. 
Fabb has contended that the tax 
is inequitable and unfair because 
the money goes, not to the district 
in which it was grown, but to the 
district in which it is stored; that 
the- rate of tax vanes in accordance 
with the rates of the districts in 
which it is stored; and that some 
gram is not taxed at all if it is 
shipped outside the state for stor 
age. 
Going to bat for the farmers of 
Fayette County. Fabb eventually 
went direct to the governor in an 
effort to have the tax declared il­ 
legal through an opinion of the 
state’s attorney general.

What of the whatnots? 
Sounds like a silly question, but 
I mean those old I ieces of furm 
lure, described by Webster as "a 
light open set of shelves used in 
19th century parlors for bric-a-brac 
etc.” 
Used to be that practically ev 
cry home had a whatnot for hold­ 
ing just a little bit of everything 
in the way of smaller articles. 
Invariably, these old whatnots 
were made of walnut or cherry 
wood and they 
are 
still 
much 
sought by collectors. 
I have seen whatnots made of 
spools which formerly 
contained 
thread. Wires were placed through 
the spools to hold them rigid, and 
the shelving was placed between 
spools and held firmly. That was 
one way to make a whatnot that 
was inexpensive, odd and at the 
same time, durable. 
Although whatnots were in their 
heyday some 50 years or more 
ago, the smaller corner whatnots, 
or sets of shelves, are still popular 
in a great many homes. 
The variety of articles the old 
v.hatnots contained always attract 
e i attention when visitors came 
into a home, and some choice and 
prize pieces were included among 
the "whatnot" collections.

died here last night. He was 59 
His physician said 
death 
was 
due to kidney and 
liver 
failure 
caused by a "jaundice infection ’ 
Bromfield was admitted to Univer 
sity hospital Feb. 28 suffering from 
homologous jaundice ” 
Friends said he had been in a 
coma the last 24 hours. 
Bromfield's literary 
c a r e e r , 
which started with the publication 
of “ The Green Bay Tree,” reach 
ed its zenith when he was award­ 
ed the Pulitzer Prize in 1926 for 
his novel “ Early Autumn ” It was 
a story of a Massachusetts family. 
Bromfield traveled widely 
and 
some of his more than two score 
novels reflect the scenes he visit 
ed. Many of them also were made 
into motion pictures. 
He purchased 
five 
farms 
12 
miles from 
Mansfield where 
he 
was born Dec. 27, 1896 He christ­ 
ened the 1,000 
acres 
“ Malabar 
Farm " after a section of the India 
coast where he once lived 
There he set about conducting 
experiments in scientific farming 
and soil conservation. 
He wrote 
many articles on the subject 
Bromfield is survived by three 
daughters, Mrs. Hope Bromfield 
Stevens of Leesburg, 
Va ; 
Miss 
Anne Bromfield of Malabar Farm; 
and Mrs. Ellen Bromfield Carson 
Geld of Malabar Farm de Brazil, 
□ear Itaituba. Brazil

He graduated from

High School in Canton before re 
ceiving a Bachelor of Arts degree 
from Wooster College in 1927. 
While here Rev. Braden has 
seen a 48 percent increase in the 
size of his congregation. There 
were 505 members of the church 
here when he started. There are 
713 now. 
During the 
six 
years 
service 
here the congregation has spent 
close to $50,000 on repairs and im­ 
provements to the church. 
Rev. and Mrs Braden will leave 
here for Colorado about April 27 
or 28, he said Their son Robert, 
25, now a student at Ohio State 
University College of Commerce, 
may transfer to the University of 
Colorado rn Boulder near E s t e s 
Park. 
Another son, Mendel, 21, is now 
with the Navy in Japan He will 
join his parents in Colorado when 
he is discharged this fall and will 
enter the University of Colorado.

What of the whatnots? 
Sounds like a silly question, but 
I mean those old i ieces of furni 
ture, described by Webster as “a 
light open set of shelves used in 
19th century parlors for bric-a-brac 
etc.” 
Used to be that practically ev 
ery home had a whatnot for hold­ 
ing just a little bit of everything 
in the way of smaller articles. 
.Invariably, these old whatnots 
were made of walnut or cherry 
wood and they 
are 
still 
much 
sought by collectors. 
I have seen whatnots m ade of 
spools which formerly 
contained 
thread. Wires, were placed through 
the spools to hold them rigid, and 
the shelving was placed between 
spools and held firmly. That was 
one way to make a whatnot that 
was inexpensive, odd and at the 
same time, durable. 
Although whatnots were in their 
heyday some 50 years or more 
ago, the smaller corner whatnots, 
or sets of shelves, are still, popular 
in a great many hom.es. 
The variety of articles the old 
vhatnots contained always attract 
eu attention when visitors came 
into a home, and some choice and 
prize pieces were included among 
the “whatnot” collections.

lh poses. Water is the most. precious re- 
»urce in Ohio; nothing should be left un- 
one to conserve it. 
The industry member and president of 
ie Ohio Water Pollution Control Board, 
^served in a recent speech: 
“A century ago. some men were call- 
ig oui growing cities a blight on the 
nun!i' side, because they brought w i t h 
irm I:!th and disease and ugliness. We 


have fought to eliminate the filth. 
We 
have conquered most of the diseases. We 
have 
beautiful 
homes, 
buildings, 
and 
str e e t. Until recently, however, there 
w as a large area of neglect. . . 
“We poured the wastes of our cities in­ 
to streams. WTe dumped into the streams 
all of the sanitary wastes from our sevv- 
e rs and all of the process wastes from our 
industries. We took the attitude: ‘Let the 
man downstream worry. Let him clean 
the water if he wants to use it.’ ” 
R e p o r t s indicate that attitude has 
changed. 
It 
changed 
largely 
because 
many Ohio streams and rivers became so 
contaminated that it was impossible to 
Uitain life or manufacture with their wa- 
ter<5. We learned that polluted water can 
be as bad as no water at all. 
In 1951 the Ohio General Assembly took 
action. It adopted stringent pollution con­ 
trol laws and authorized interstate com ­ 
pacts with Ohio’s neighbors for cleaning 
tributaries of the Ohio River. Since then 
towns and cities throughout the river area 
have invested millions of dollars in new' 
sanitation plants. Moreover, 247 Ohio in­ 
dustries have either completed or are in 
the process of building waste treatment 
facilities 
while another 176 companies 
have taken steps to curb the disposal of 
raw waste. And the other day the city of 
Pittsburgh negotiated a $100,000,000 loan 
for a sewage treatment project that will 
serve that city and 66 surrounding com ­ 
munities. 
This is heartening. The prosperity and 
health of Ohioans depend on the water 
flowing through the streams and river 
that cross the state. Pollution must be 
curbed at all costs.

irony of Stalin's fate that through 
his very strength he made it pos 
sible for his heirs to denounce and 
disown him. 
It would be misleading to in 
terpret the present convulsion in 
the Russian spirit — the repudia­ 
tion of Stalin—as a mark of weak­ 
ness among his successors or in 
the Russian structure. 
There is no evidence of such 
weakness. On the contrary 
Russia ranks next to the United 
States in steel production and may 
be ahead in making warplanes 
It s reported ahead in training 
scientists 
It 
has 
produced 
the 
atomic 
bomb. It has produced a hydrogen 
explosion. 
It has under its thumb over 400 
million people, half in Russia, half 
in 
the 
European 
satellites. 
It 
reached this towering position un­ 
der Stalin’s leadership. 
Its 
achievements can be Attrib­ 
uted. to be sure, to the energy 
and genius of the Russian people 
But when Stalin took over in 1924 
it was not only a backward coun 
try but a highly illiterate one. 
Under his guidance the founda I 


lions 
for 
the 
present 
successes 
were laid. 
Now the new Kremlin men — 
particularly C o m m u n i s t par­ 
ty boss 
Khrushchev — are re­ 
ported to be revealing theier old 
boss as a bloody tyrant and murd­ 
erer. There’s no doubt he was that. 
That his heirs feel free to say 
so seems to speak well for their 
self-confidence. 
Stalin 
was 
Hie 
symbol of absolute power. If bis 
successors were unsure of them­ 
selves they would need to wrap 
themselves 
in 
that 
svrnbol, not 
destroy it. 
If he was so bad. why didn t 
the new strong men say so while 
he was alive and destroy him? 
They 
reportedly 
say they 
were 
afraid of him. They know their 
present repudiation of him could 
cause upheaval in the Communist 
party at home and abroad 
Ap­ 
parently they feel so sure of their 
own strength that they do not fear 
defection or insurrection. 
They could let his memory dis 
appear from public consciousness 
by not mentioning him any more 
That would have been the easy 
way. 
Why then are they doing it this 
wav?

The victory bere 
is clear cut and final ” 
The Chancellor talked too much 
and far beyond his know!* Age, 
which sometimes h a p p e n s to 
learned men who often h ein ie 
that having specialized in some 
thing, they possess knowledge of 
everything. This also is a fault of 
columnists, editorial writers, fe­ 
male lecturers and most politici­ 
an' The Chinese used to believe 
that if a man could write a gdod 
essay on the classics, he could 
do anything, even to building a 
bridge, and the amazing fact is 
that some could. So we cannot 
criticize the Chancellor for being 
like the rest of us. 
However, I might suggest to 
the Chancellor t h a t he might 
make a study of textbooks cur 
rently used in his and other uni­ 
versities to see how effectively 
the capitalist concept of life is 
being undermined and as a sub­ 
stitute for it. socialism in various 
forms is offered to our young 
people I find such textbooks not 
only in economics and politics 
but in history, sociology, psychol­ 
ogy and in that hodge-podge of 
subjects called contemporary civ­ 
ilization which is a very short cut 
lo culture. It is more effective 
to 
influent 
the 
young 
mind 
through textbooks than by di­ 
rect political propaganda, partic­ 
ularly in Uhs country where aca­ 


demic freedom is as sacred as 
an amendment to the Constitu 
lion and includes the privilege not 
only of being untruthful but ol 
marking down students who indi 
cate that they have free minds 
by differing from the obiter dicta 
of their instructors some of whom 
apparently get their 
knowledge 
frum Soviet encyclopedia. 
This 
is not a generalization but a aug 
gestion to the Chancellor that he 
do a research job on the subject 
The real issue is, however, not 
wnat Chancellor Tolley said hut 
what he did not say. For if the 
‘ victory here is clear cut and 
final,” what is it a victory for? 
The answer to that I do not see 
rn this speech, although it may 
be that what I have before mc is 
incomplete. Certainly the oppo 
site of Marxism is not capitalism, 
and if the victory which is “ clear 
cut and final" is the capitalism. 
Chancellor Tolley must be mis­ 
taken because this 
country 
is 
moving rapidly away from indi­ 
vidualistic capitalism toward a 
very peculiar mixed system in 
which the government exercises 
a control o v e r individual earn 
ings not only through the puni­ 
tive graduated income tax, but 
by various social controls which 
leave little to individual judgment 
save risk 
Furthermore, the anti-t r u s t 
laws, as interpreted by the Eis­ 
enhower administration, place a 
control upon private enterprise 
which leaves few advantages to 
competence, a b i l i t y , ingenuity 
and success. Whereas Keynesian 
economics no longer dominates 
our treasury, no other logical sys­ 
tem does and therefore only those 
with inherited wealth can really 
benefit by their enterprise suf­ 
ficiently to establish 
a 
compe­ 
tence for their progeny and even 
such persons now find ti more 
advantageous to establish social­ 
ized foundations rather than to 
amass and use the results of their 
labors. 
So, we reach the point where 
we must again ask the learned 
Chancellor to tell us what is is 
that has won the victory “clear 
cut and final’’ over Marxism. I 


would suggest that the Chancellor 
read the current transcripts is­ 
sued last week and this week and 
presumably next week by the In­ 
ternal Security Subcommittee of 
the Senate on the scope of So­ 
viet activity in the United Stat­ 
es. This series of studies is one 
of the most interesting and for a 
scholar, scholarly documents of 
current American life. He will 
discover that while many believe 
that the communists in the Unit­ 
ed States have failed, the fact is 
that Marxism is continuing to be 
an important 
influence in our 
lives, although indirectly 
it 
is 
true. Some of us may still be 
fighting, but there has been no 
clear cut or final victory.

Intricate Network 
By using an ophthalmoscope.

intricate network of the retina, 
the flattened end of the optic 
nerve which is spread across the 
back part of your eye. 
The ophthalmoscope is an in 
strument, commonly used by vi­ 
sion specialists, which casts a 
narrow beam 
of 
bright 
light 
through the pupil to the back of 
your eve. The light is then re­ 
flected into the eye of the exam ­ 
iner, giving him a clear and de 
tailed view of the retina.

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Wasted Water And Fight Against Pollution 


It is a question as to how many people 
Lafi-A-Day 


really give jnuch serious thought to the 
waste of w ater until they find themselves 
brought up short with stringent limita- 
*ions as to how much, if any, they can 
have 
In our own community, and in fact all 
over Ohio, lealization of the need for pro­ 
tection of w ater supplies, as well as the 
necessity of fighting pollution of our 
stream s and underground sources, h a s 
been getting more attention in the past 
few years 
When any observer stops to think, he or 
she will soon take note that water is a 
great faatoi in nearly everything that is 
produced. Just consider what the water 
needs of our own eitv and county have 
become. 
Autnontative sources point out that in 
Ohio the equivalent of 1.100 gallons of wa- 
•e” a day is consumed by heavy industry 
for each resident. It is said to take up to 
80.090 gallons to make one ton of steel. 
Ohio farm ers, too, need huge quantities; 
1..500 gallons are required to produce a 
pound of beef, according to one reliable 
report. 
In homes across the state individuals 
draw on an average of about 100 gallons 
a iav for washing, cooking, and sanitary 
purposes. W ater is the m ost precious re­ 
source m Ohio; nothing should be left un­ 
done to conserve it. 
The industry member and president of 
the Ohio Water Pollution Control Board, 
observed in a recent speech: 
“A ccr.turv ago. some men were call­ 
ing oui growing cities a blight on the 
countryside, because they brought w i t h 
them i lth and disease and ugliness. We 


have fought to eliminate the filth. We 
have conquered most of the diseases. We 
have beautiful 
homes, buildings, 
and 
streets. Until recently, however, there 
was a large area of neglect. . . 
“ We poured the wastes of our cities in­ 
to stream s. We dumped into the stream s 
all of the sanitary wastes from our sew­ 
ers and all of the process wastes from our 
industries. We took the attitude: ‘Let the 
man downstream worry. Let him clean 
the m ater if he wants to use it.’ 
R e p o r t s indicate that attitude has 
changed. 
It 
changed 
largely because 
many Ohio stream s and rivers became so 
contam inated that it was impossible to 
surtain life or m anufacture with their wa­ 
ters. We learned that polluted water can 
be as bad as no w ater at all. 
In 1951 the Ohio General Assembly took 
action. It adopted stringent pollution con­ 
trol laws and authorized interstate com­ 
pacts with Ohio’s neighbors for cleaning 
tributaries of the Ohio River. Since then 
towns and cities throughout the river area 
have invested millions of dollars in new 
sanitation plants. Moreover, 247 Ohio in­ 
dustries have either completed or are in 
the process of building waste treatm ent 
facilities, while another 176 companies 
have taken steps to curb the disposal of 
raw waste. And the other day the city of 
■ Pittsburgh negotiated a $100,000,000 loan 
for a sewage treatm ent project that will 
serve that city and 66 surrounding com­ 
munities. 
This is heartening. The prosperity and 
health of Ohioans depend on the w ater 
flowing through the stream s and river 
that cross the state. Pollution must be 
curbed at all costs.

At Least He Attracted Attention

troversy in Syracuse, New York,

The Chancellor ought to be hon­ 
ored that his speech attracted a t­ 
tention and created a fuss be­ 
cause most such speeches pass 
unnoticed and do not excite as 
much interest these days as the 
private m easurem ents of a fe­ 
m ale saloon singer. 
What 
stirred 
the 
excitem ent 
w ere some statem ents on com ­ 
munism 
which 
included 
these 
sentences: 
. W ithout m inim uutg 
'he 
danger of the com m unist conspir­ 
acy. 1 think it is safe to say the 
battle for m en's minds in Am er­ 
ica will not be won by the com ­ 
m unist party. The victory here 
is clear cut and final.” 
The Chancellor talked too much 
and far beyond his knowledge, 
which som etim es h a p p e n s to 
learned men who often believe 
that having specialued in some 
thing, they possess knowledge of 
everything. This also is a fauh of 
colum nists, editorial w riters, fe­ 
m ale lecturers and m ost politici­ 
a n s The Chinese used to beligve 
that if a man could w rite a gdod 
essay on the classics, he could 
do anything, even to building a 
bridge* and the am azing fact is 
that some could. So we cannot 
criticize the Chancellor for being 
like the rest of us. 
However, 1 m ight suggest to 
the Chancellor t h a t he might 
m ake a study of textbooks cur 
rently used in his and other uni­ 
versities to see how effectively 
the capitalist concept of life is 
being underm ined and as a sub­ 
stitute for it. socialism in various 
form s is offered to our young 
people I find such textbooks not 
only in economics and politics 
but in history, sociology, psychol­ 
ogy and in th a t hodge-podge of 
subjects called contem porary’ civ­ 
ilization which is a very short cut 
1 * jo culture. It is m ore effective 
to 
influence 
the 
young 
mind 
through textbooks than by di­ 
rect political propaganda, partic­ 
ularly in this country where aca- 
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dem ic freedom is as sacred as 
an am endm ent to the Constitu­ 
tion and includes the privilege not 
only of being untruthful but of 
m arking down students who indi 
cate that they have free m inds 
by differing from the obiter dicta 
of their instructors som e of whom 
apparently get th eir 
knowledge 
from Soviet encyclopedia. 
This 
is not a generalization but a sug-' 
gestión to the C hancellor th at he 
do a research job on the subject 
The real issue is, however, not 
what Chancellor Tolley said but 
what he did not say. For if the 
‘‘victory here is clear cut and 
final,” w hat is it a victory foe? 
The answ er to th at I do not see 
in this speech, although it may­ 
be that w hat I have before me is 
incom plete. C ertainly the oppo­ 
site of M arxism is not capitalism , 
and if the victory which is ‘‘clear 
cut and final” is the capitalism , 
Chancellor Tolley m ust be m is­ 
taken because this 
country 
is 
moving rapidly aw ay from indi­ 
vidualistic capitalism tow ard a 
very peculiar mixed system in 
which the governm ent exercises 
a control o v e r individual earn ­ 
ings not only through the puni­ 
tive graduated income tax, but 
by various social controls which 
leave little to individual judgm ent 
save risk 


Furtherm ore, the anti-t r u s t 
laws, as interpreted by the E is­ 
enhower adm inistration, place a 
control upon private enterprise 
which leaves few advantages to 
com petence, a b i 1 i t y, ingenuity 
and success. W hereas K eynesian 
economics no longer dom inates 
our treasury, no other logical sys­ 
tem does and therefore only those 
with inherited w ealth can really 
benefit by their enterprise suf­ 
ficiently to establish 
a 
com pe­ 
tence for their progeny and even 
such persons now find it m ore 
advantageous to establish social­ 
ized foundations rath er than to 
am ass and use the results of their 
labors. 
So, we reach the point w here 
we m ust again ask the learned 
Chancellor to tell us what is is 
th at has won the victory “ clear 
cut and fin al'’ over M arxism . I 


would suggest that the Chancellor 
read the current tran scrip ts is­ 
sued last week and this week and 
presum ably next w eek by the In ­ 
ternal Security Subcom m ittee of 
the Senate on the scope of So­ 
viet activity in the United S tat­ 
es. This series of studies is one 
of the m ost interesting and for a 
scholar, scholarly docum ents of 
cu rren t A m erican life. He will 
discover th at while m any believe 
th at the com m unists in the U nit­ 
ed States have failed, the fact is 
th at M arxism is continuing to be 
an im portant 
influence 
in 
our 
lives, although indirectly 
it 
is 
true. Some of us m ay still be 
fighting, but there has been no 
clear cut or final victory.

Wasted Water And Fight Against Pollution 
Laff-A-Day 
The Nation Today 


It 's a question as to how many people 
really give touch serious thought to the 
waste of water until they find themselves 
brought up short with stringent limita- 
‘ions as to how much, if any, they can 
hi v i 
In our own community, and in fact all 
Over Ohio, iealization of the need for pro­ 
tection of water supplies, as well un the 
necessity ol fighting pollution of our 
stream s and underground sources, h a s 
been getting more attention in the past 
few v eals> 
When any observe! stops to think, he or 
s n will soon take note that water is a 
great facto! in nearly everything that is 
produced Just consider what the water 
needs of our own city and county have 
b< v nit ie , 
Alimentative sources point out that in 
Ohio the equivalent of 1,100 gallons of wa­ 
ter a day is consumed by heavy industry 
for each resident. It is said to take up to 
HO,OOO gallons to make one ton ct steel 
Ohio farmers, too, need huge quantities; 
1,100 gallons are required to produce a 
pound of beef, according to one reliable 
iep -• 
In homes across the state individuals 
draw on an average of about IOO gallons 
n day for washing, cooking, and sanitary 
purposes. Water is the most precious re­ 
source in Ohio; nothing should be left un- 
done to consol vc it. 
The industry member and president of 
the Ohio Water Pollution Control Board, 
observed in a recent speech; 
“A century ago, some men were call­ 
ing oui growing cities a blight on the 
countryside, because they brought w i t h 
ihrm filth and disease and ugliness. We 


have fought to eliminate the filth. 
We 
have conquered most of the diseases. We 
have 
beautiful 
homes, 
buildings, 
and 
streets. Until recently, however, there 
was a large area of neglect. . . 
44*Ve poured the wastes of our cities in­ 
to sit earns. We dumped into the streams 
all of the sanitary wastes from our sew­ 
ers and all o! the process wastes from our 
industries. We took the attitude: ‘Let the 
man downstream worry. Let him clean 
the water if he wants to use it.’ ” 
R e p o r t s indicate that attitude has 
changed. 
It 
changed 
largely 
because 
many Ohio streams and rivers became so 
contaminated that it was impossible to 
; uctam life or manufacture with their wa­ 
ters. We learned that polluted water can 
be as bad as no water at all. 
In 1951 the Ohio General Assembly took 
action. It adopted stringent pollution con­ 
trol laws and authorized interstate com­ 
pacts with Ohio’s neighbors for cleaning 
tributaries of the Ohio River. Since then 
towns and cities throughout the river area 
have invested millions of dollars in new 
sanitation plants. Moreover, 247 Ohio in­ 
dustries have either completed or are in 
the process of building waste treatment 
facilities, while another 176 companies 
have taken steps to curb the disposal of 
raw waste. And the other day the city of 
Pittsburgh negotiated a $100,(HK),OOO loan 
for a sewage treatment project that will 
serve that city and 66 surrounding com­ 
munities. 
This is heartening. The prosperity and 
health of Ohioans depend on the water 
flowing through the streams and river 
that cross the state. Pollution must be 
curbed at all costs.

ut cd. to be sure, to the energy 
and genius of the Russian people 
But when Stalin took over in 1924 
it was not only a backward coun­ 
try but a highly illiterate one.

Now the new Kremlin men — 
particularly C o m m u n i s t par­

Khrushchev —
